With respect to claim 8, the prior art does not teach or render obvious a method 
for producing an printing blanket assembly as claimed, particularly including introducing 
two supporting elements into the interspaces between printing blanket and carrier plate 
formed by each of the turned-over edges. 

With respect to claim 9, the prior art does not teach or render obvious a method 
for producing an printing blanket assembly as claimed, particularly including that before 
or after the printing blanket is fixed to a carrier plate, the supporting material is severed, 
forming two supporting elements.
